la the early history of tho province tlio 
Albion Foundry was eatabliahed in this 
i: city— not on the extensive scale and with 
' the riumerousappliaricosof to-day ,but with 
comparatively very small beginnings. For 
many years tlio foundry whistle lias awak- 
ened tho echoes morning, noon and even- 
ing in our streets and regulated tho time 
pieces in almost orery household. 

The proprietor, Joseph Spratt, Esq. , J. 
P., has during late years almost surround- 
ed the original buildingft with a cordon of 
new ones for the aoopmmodation of his 
rapidly increasing business arid the many 
branches which have been from.vtime to 
time introduced. 

THE OLD BRICK MACHINK SUOP 

Remains intact but the wooden struo- 
^ tures adjoining have recently been almost 
f; rebuilt. Two spacious machine shops aro 
crowded with ponderous and eiponsive 
machinery consisting of lathes, drills, 
planing machines, cranes capable of lift- 
ing enormous weights, trip hammers .-.ud 
an almost endless variety of all sorts of 
wicked looking implements for cutting, 
grinding, shaping and polishing the mul- 
tiplicity of articles that got - into thair in- 
satiable clutches. All this machinery is 
driven by an engine in the brick building 
from which power is communicated through 
the other shop. Every description of 
■teamboat and milling machinery is turn- 
: ed 'out here.' At the present time a num- 
ber of workmen are busily engaged in . 
making an auxiliary engine for the steam- 
er Alexander. 

PATTERN WORKSUOP. 

Pattern makers are engaged in getting 
up designs and models for the use of the 
^ mpiiISera.,? "iil^m ''.the tipiest pioco of 
work to tho ponderous shaft and propel- 
ler every new kind of article must have 
a prepared pattern before a casting can 
be made. These patterns are classified 
numbered and stowed away in tho 

PATTKRN WAREHOUSE, 

A throe-story brick building on the 
corner of Store and Discovery straota. 
Every floor from tlio ground to the roof 
is crammed with these, in many instances 
singular looking articles. They aro stow- 
ed away in sections, duly claaaiGod and 

. jlabdlled so that any particular pattern 
may be available for use whenever ro- 

' quired. In the basement a large assort- 
ment of raw material is stored, consisting 
of - copper in bars and tubes, boil- 
er^ tubec, steel bars, brass and zinc 
■antimony and tin in pigs, &c., &c. In 
this building alone is more than ?20,000 
worth of this description , of stock. Ad- 
joining are large racks for boiler plates, 
band iron, gas pipes, tubes, Ac, which 
are packed full of material. 

■ ".' ! * THB BOILHR SUOP. 

• j Herois inoro cyclopean machinery in the 
■ shape of oteam boiler rolls, shears, drill 
and hammer of 15 ton stroke. At pre- 
sent the. boilermakeru ; aro busy with tho 
fenlargeraent of the- steamer Alexander's 
boilers with three-fourth inch plates, the 
heaviest over manufactiyred in tho pro- 
vince. Twenty-five tons of plates will bo 
required for this work. In this building 
the blaokaraiths and their helpers are con- 
stantly at work. 

TUE FOUNDRY 

Is a room" 100x50 feet or more, in which 
are two cupolas for smelting iron. These 
are about 23 feet in height and have a 
, cap^city of-smelting 16 tons per diem. 
'.BererareH'JfO' cranes thaj; will lift from 10 
^ tr 1^ tbris bach. ' '^riother steam engine 
drives all tho machinery connected with 
smelting and casting, together with a 
Sturtovant fan for sending a powerful 
current of air through the furnaces. 

THE BRA.SS FOUNhRY. 

Adjoining is tho brass foundry in which 
are four retorts of different sizes forsinelt- 
ing the rough metal, tho process being 
entirely different from that employed in 
smelting' iron. These are underground 
jiiid. connected with an immense brick flue 
securely hppp.e)i„pnd„strengthenod with 
iron tfg^^'A- ^■ 

THE BRASS-PINISHIXO ROOM. 

^Jere- four lathes of difieront sorts, 
squaring, cutting and screwing, sharpon- 
: ingi milling, lapp and other machines, 
emery' Wheels, &c., &c., keep up an un- 
ceasing olatter^Jroni early_morn to even 
tta^uiSffiil OTfc'^vSiyfiiri'aginablekind of 
articlo" in the brass and copper line rsed 
in tho Province. Over the brass foundry 
are more lofts filled to overflowing with a 
larger description of patterns connected 
with steamboat work, such as projjollers, 
cranks, beds for engines, etc. Hero, also, 
is the pattern of the two powerful ventil- 
ating machines constricted, .not long ago 
for tho Wellington collieries. In the 
basement of tho same building hardy and 
begrimed sons of Vulcan are forging 
bolts, nuts, screws and rivets for boilers 
and other work at powerful machines 
adapted for such purposes. Two quick 
strokes and the head of arivet from an inch 
bar is formed another and down it drops 
to the flagstones a finished articlo. Close 
by are machines for threading bolts, scrows 
and nutf) of large sizes, wa5hers, otc. In 
tho immediate vicinity is engine IJo. 3, 



from which tho above-montioned niachi- 
noiy, and that made use of in the stove 
factory (yet to be described) derive their 
power. Near at hand are huge boilers 
whern EUiBcient steam is generated for 
ihe three stationary engines used in those 
works. 

CORE ROOM AXD OVJSN. 

Adjoining the main foundry building is 
a core room and oven, tho letter about 20 
x9 feet, where cores aro manufactured 
and hardened for use in casting. These 
cores are made of a composition of flour 
and sand, and are used in all kinds of 
hollow work. Connected with this part 
of tho establishment are sheds for stowing 
away rougher and less valuable patterns, 
and clasps of all sizes for hoWing moulds. 
In the courtyard adjacent is a large stack 
of refuse wrought iron, which in tho near 
future will bo utilized in the manufacture 
of 

Cl'T XAILS, 

and thus will bo stopped another leak 
which is draining the province of thous- 
ands of dollars annually. All will wish 
the enterprising proprietor abundant suc- 
cess in this now undertaking. Many tons of 
pig iron and piles Lehigh and CumberlaBd 
coals, which aro used for forgo work, occu- 
py portions of this space. Those coals 
are I "far-fetched and dear-bought." 
coming as they do all tho way from Penn- 
sylvania at tho cost of over Sao per ton. 
STOVE FrrriNO room 
Within the past i?.w years all stoves, 
grates, fenders, dog irons, etc., etc., 
were imported into IJritish Columbia. 
Thanks to Mr. Spratt's energy and pluck 
this drain on tho "sinews of war" is in a 
fair way of being efleetnally stopped. 
Another and very coittpUcated! 8ofc;o%"*''" 
chinery is in constant use^ Whoii pul to 
its utmost capacity this department is 
able to turn out about 100 stoves, grates, 
etc., weekly. Tho largo stock on hand 
last fall has boon all worked off, and a 
number of orders are now being filled. 
Not only stoves but all the furniture ro- 
quired aro manufactured. Another oven 
in this part of the establishment is 
used for setting the enaniol in pots, ket- 
tles and other articlo sof japanned waro.

The proprietor desarves every suc- 
cess and he has most assuredly attained 
it, although he said to T/ic Cn'.onid re- 
porter that all ho wished said about him 
in his establishment was that he came to 
this city from San Francisco in early days 
without a rag on his back and now he has 
nothing but rags on it. In spite of this 
assertion on tho part of Mr. Spratt we 
doubt whether half a million of dollars 
would now exceed the value of his interests 
in tho city of Victi'iria .and British Cohim- 
bia.

Forever twenty years British Colum- 
bia has been noted for its periodical min- 
ing excitements. In 1858, the rush to 
Fraser river threatened to depopulate 
San Francisco, and sent real estate hero 
to zero. But tho discoveries of gold on 
tho baiB and ■ banks of that stream did 
not wan-ant such a rush, and disappoint 
ment and disaster wore naturally the 
fato of the great majority. A. similar 
scene was enacted in 18C2 in response to 
tho discovery of gold tho preceding au 
tunm on Antler and William creeks in 
Cariboo. Although tho Cariboo diggings 
were limited, difiicult of access, costly to 
prospect, and tho climate was exceedingly 
rigorous, yet there were bettor grounds 
for the excitement which followed their 
discovery than any development reported 
boforo orsinco. Following the Cariboo 
excitement camo Peace River, Shuswap, 
Big Bond, Kootonay, Cassiar and one or 
two mining excitements on Vancouver 
island, all of which, excepting, perhaps, 
Cassiar, wero a disappointment and a 
failure. The Cherry crook silver excite- 
ment had also its brief day, and its his- 
tory had been written by many an ardent 
prospector in sackcloth and ashes. Now 
comes tho roported discovery of arquerifco 
on what is known as Vital and IVlanson 
creeks, tho geographical position of which 
watercourses is not described. Arquo- 
rito' is a form of silver oro which has not 
been found hitherto in paying quantities 
anywhc-ro outside of Coquimbo, Chile. It 
may exist on Vital and Manson crooks, 
British Columbia, but tho accounts of its 
discovery aro at present a t-i4flo too gauzy , 
to warrant the placing of much faith in 
them. Tho diamond fields of Arizona, 
silver mud springs of Oregon, tho golden 
waters of Calistoga mineral springs and 
kindred enterprises, let hlone the many 
mining fizzles of British Columbia, are 
too fresh in the memory of thoso interest- 
ed in mining matters to bo very much 
agitated by roported discoveries of 
arquorito. Much more tangible and trust- 
worthy aro the reported developments re 
ceivcd through private channels on tho 
bonchos of tho Fraser river in tho vicinity 
of Quoanelmouth. But the crafty Mon- 
golian, it appears, has managed to "get 
tho lion's share of these placer develop 
nionts. — S. F. Bulletin.' ' ""

The law is often more tortuous . than 
ita framers wish, as the ^^Ooldsmith's 
Company of London have found to their 
coat They proceeded under an ancient 
charter against a shopkeeper named 
Curry, a dealer in plate in Oxford 
street, for tho recovery of §35,000 pen- 
alties for uttering counterfeift^/hall 
marks upon 650 articles wHich he sold. 
Whatever may be the bloated wealth 
with which their enemies charge thcso 
fine old London guilds, no ono has ever 
impeached their sterling integrity in 
commercial transactions, and it is ob- 
viously for the welfare of the public 
that the guarantee of genuine gold and 
silver should be under iheir stamp, 
The successful plea of the defendant 
was not a denial, but was based upon 
the statute of limitations. 

The Bishop of Rochester, England, in 
a recent sermon at St. Paursj^^W^l- 
worth, a church somewhat notorious for 
ita high ritual, announced that what 
ever was illegal in the services would 
have to be discontinued.
